The success which has attended the system of remedial 
training in converting criminals into useful members of so- 
ciety, is as well known as it is gratifying to every lover of so- 
cial am Three institutious are necessary to the system : 
the Reformatory Schools which are at least preventive, the 
Convict Prison, which is corrective, and the Reformatory 
Asylum, which as contirmately is essential to its complete de 
velopment. It is desirable that Protestants, as well as RKo- 
mán Catholics, should have the benefit of each of these ce- 
rtments of the system, The Roman Catholics have estab- 
ished a flourishing Reformatary Asylum at Goldeu-bridge, 
for members of their communion who have been discharged 
from prison; it is surely incumbent upon Protestants to es- 
tablish a similar institution. ‘This is now being attempted, 
and the present system of prison discipline hoids out tothe 
inmates as an encouragement to good conduct the remission 
of a portion of the term of penal servitude ; the period so re- 
mitted to be passed in the unqualified liberty of the Asvlum, 
as a preparation for again enjoying the privileges and — 
sibilities of a social position. When established, the Pro- 
testant Reformatory Asylum may be] expected to be almost 
self-su rting, and like the schools subsidized by govern- 
ment. ‘The Committee now trusts that the public will see 
the necessity of the institution, that its claims will be recog- 
nised, and that the requisite funds will be contributed.

HuUNTING IN Yor«Ksuine —In Yorkshire there are ten 
packs of foxhounds, one pack of staghounds, and five 
or six of harriers, equal in all to 13 or 14 packs of fox- 
hounds, Thirteen packs of fox hounds, of fifty couples 
each—1t.e. 1,300 hounds—consume annually 200 tons 
of oatmeal, at a cost of £2,600, besides the carcases 
of about 2,000 dead horses. ‘There are at least 1,090 
hunting men in Yorkshire, keeping upon an average 
four horses each; 4,000 horses cost £200,000 at £50 each, 
and their keep at £50 per annum each makes £200,000 
more. 4,000 horses employ 2,000 men as grooms, and 
consume annually 40,000 ars. of oats, 2,000 qrs. of beans, 
and 8,000 tons of hay and grass.

The result is, that all faith in medical testi 
mony is removed from the public mind, because it is 
inferred that the witness speaks not the truth, the 
whole truth, and nothing but the truth; but en- 
deayours to gain a verdict for that party who consulted 
him. In criminal eases, when the life or exile of an 
accused is at stake, and insanity is urged as a plea of de- 
fence. One judge and twelve jurors will decide the ques- 
tion in a few hours, without the formidable parapherna- 
liaof a Special Commission; the waste of property by a 
costly proceeding ; and the unsatisfactory bewilder- 
ment of conflicting medical opinion. 

Once more cases have recently occurred in Lon- 
don which prove, if proof was wanting to those who 
know human nature, that the dearest ties will not 
prevent a charge of insanity when property is con- 
cerned. We have seen the husband imprisoning the 
wife, and the wife imprisoning the husband, of course 
on medical testimony, which, as usual, was contradict- 
ed. Judges have condemned the conduct of relatives 
from whose minds interest crushed out natural affection 
and urged them to consign to a living tomb the 
being they had sworn to cherish or to love. A 
simple remedy, we think, might be devised, 
which could not be censured by any but those 
who wished to infer a man was mad, or to 
drive him to madness. In cases where the accused 
has property, not a fraction of that property should 
pass into the hands of the petitioners. It is the re- 
spondent’s own; it is hisright, and relatives should 
not be permitted to place a finger on it as a reward 
for depriving its proper owner of all that makes life 
valuable. Those who received help or support from 
the owner might still receive the same amount, but the 
bulk of the property should be vested in trustees for 
the benefit of the owner. We are not to sup- 
pose that the cloud which covers the reason will 
always grow more dense and dark. Our part is to 
believe that the same Providence which darkened 
the intellect will in time illuminate it. Nor would we 
entrust the keeping of a lunatic to his friends. In 
public establishments, under the control of the State, 
and regularly visited, there is a facility given for 
recovery, not the less likely to succeed because those 
who have been around him in his hour of oberra- 
tion are removed from his presence during the period 
of his cure. 

We understand that Captain Crosbie was committed 
last night ; if so, we trust that his case willfnot be forgot- 
ten ; and, that the visitors will not at once consign him 


to the tender mercies of Bedlam as an incurable luna- 
tic.

The Herald upon the Evanescent Majority :— 

The ranks of “the great Liberal party” are under- 
going a process of rapid diminution. Their case really 
gets more desperate day by day, and it is at this junc- 
ture difficult to.conjecture how far thedegradation may 
extend. The results of the election petitions continue 
to be altogether unfavourable to them. A monopoly of 
punishment follows as the necessary consequence of a 
monopoly in corruption. The object of the Libe- 
rals was, to mislead the public by gross 
misrepresentations. So they raised a terrible 
outcry against the Conservatives, stoutly maintaining 
that no constituency was safe from their insidious 
assault. At the same time they took care to dis- 
claim any share in such practises. High-sounded 
words, perhaps, deceived a few, but the imposture 
was not of long duration. No sooner did investi- 
gation commence than these pretension swere destroyed. 
It was found that more petitions had been presented 
against the return of Libcral than of Conservative 
representatives. ‘Then followed abandonment, in which 
the Conservatives again had the advantage. But it 
was when investigation actually commenced that the 
real strength of the Conservative cause became apparent. 
First oneand then another Liberal member was unseated, 
while in no instance was the election of a Conservative 
candidate declared void. The verdicts in the cases of 
Wakefield, Dartmouth, Gloucester, Norwich, and Ayles- 
bury, constituted a loss of seven to the ‘‘ great Liberal 
party,” and the recent decision on the Beverley petitions 
increase the number toeight. So the narrow majority 
of thirteen by which Lord Deby’s Governmeut was dis- 
placedfhas been already reversed. The decisions of the 
election committees show the means by which that 
hostile vote was obtained. 

It is not, however, only in this direction that evidence 
of the decline of the Liberal cause must be sought.’ An 
old Whig dependant has been raised to the peerage, and 
a Conservative comes in at the head of the poll for 
Taunton. This, added to the results at Aylesbury and 
at Dartmouth, constitutes a positive gain of three seats, 
without a single loss. The other contests have not yet 
been decided, but we may state that, as far as our infor- 
mation extends, the prospects are most encouraging for 
the Conservative cause. There is, in truth,a strong 
feeling abroad that the late Government were most fac- 
tiously opposed and treacherously expelled, and a deter- 
mination prevails in the various constituencies to give 
to Consevative statesmen that support which they re- 
puire to carry out their intelligent and patriotic policy. 
If bribery and corruption can be effectually checked, the 
triumph of Conversatism will not only be certain but 
immediate. It wassolely by the most lavish expenditure 
of money by his opponents that Lord Derby was pre- 
vented from gaining a clear majority at the late general 
election. In his evidence before the committee appointed 
to inquire into the Wakefield contest, the unseated mem- 
ber, Mr. W Leatham, admitted that he had 
paid two cheques, one for £200 and the other 
for £500, and the auditor’s expenses of 
£400 in addition. Thus £1,100 were drawn from this 
candidate’s pocket for the expenses of that election. 
Nor did this represent the whole expenditure. For Mr. 
Leatham stated further, that “he believed there were 
some small accounts still unsettled.” We really do not 
know what would be the estimate of the legal costs of a 
seat for Wakefield. Mr. W. H. Leatham might have 
applied to his brother-in-law, Mr. Bright, on that 
subject, and he could doubtless obtain from the member 
for Birmingham the desired information. At any rate, 
it ought to be much below the £1,100. and the “some 
small accounts” to which we have alluded. For 
Huddersfield Mr. E. A. Leatham’s bill was stated by the 
election auditor to be £479. ‘There is a marvellous 
difference between the costs in the two boroughs.

PRESENTATION OF COLOURS TO THE SECOND 
BATTALION OF THE 10rg REGIMENT, 
("ROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

Curracu, THURSDAY EveninG.—This day, at 8 o’clock, 
the 2nd battalion of the 10th North Lincolnshire Regiment of 
Infantry were presented by General Lord Gough with a new 
set of colours. i 

The morning, which was dark and lowering, promised any- 
thing but a favourable day for witnessing this interesting 
ceremony; and a little before noon, a thick dense mist, 
which had been threatening for some time, b to descend 
in heavy showers. However, about one o’clock, it appeared 
to brighten; the clouds dispersed, and although the sun did 
not venture to show his face, still, as the rain had ceased, and 
as a brisk breeze had sprung up, hope revived, and expecta- 
tion gave promise of a more favourable afternoon. The hour 
fixed for the presentation was two o’clock, and a little before 
that time the fine band of the regiment was heard pouring 
forth its enlivening strains, and immediately afterwards the 
regiment itself emerged from its quarters in the extreme 
end of the camp, and marched with elasticsteo and proud 
mien to take up their position on the ground allotted for the 
ceremony. 

memny in front of the huts occupied by Lord Seaton 
runs a level plain of considerable extent. On this a square 
had been marked out by flags, placed at regular intervals, and 
this was kept free from intruders by a fatigue party of the 
10th, appointed for that service. In the centre of this square 
the regimental drums, both large and small, had been uilt 
into a pyramid ; and leaning against this were the new colours, 
veiled hom public gaze by the strong covers in which they 
were encased. Exactly opposite to them, and facing the camp, 
their left wing resting upon the road leading to Lord Seaton’s, 
and their right extending towards the stand-house, the 
regiment was drawn out into line, and presented a most 
martial and striking appearance. When they arrived upon 
the ground there were few spectators, but gradually carriages, 
phaetons, gigs, pedestrians, and some few — 

ured in from various quarters, until at length a 
ma and goodly assemblage had gad ther, 
and now the steam of the railway engine, bursting forth from 
Newbridge, announced the arrival of the Dublin train, and 
presently a long line of hackney cars and some few private 
carriages rolled onwards, with a considerable addition of the 
number of spectators. Just at this moment Lord Seaton, 
with a brilliant staff, approached the square; but as the lion 
of the day, Lord Gough, had not yet arrived, his lordship did 
not enter the square, but rode at the rear of the crowd, be- 
tween it and the Curragh encampment. Very shortly a stir 
and commotion in that direction announced the arrival of 
Lord Gough, who at once occupied the post allotted to his 
lordship, and forthwith the grand business of the day com- 
menced. The regiment, which up to this moment had been 
drawn out in line, was now ordered to form three sides of a 

uare, facing inwards. The fourth side was composed of the 
Generals and their Staff; and a brilliant array of elegantly- 
dressed ladies, many of whom had left their carriages and 
walked tothe front of the line, the varied colours of their 
rich silk robes, blending most agreeably with the scarlet 
uniforms of the officers of the several regiments at present 
quartered on the Curragh, who mustered in great force; 
while the whole was sombred down by the black 
coats and white neck-ties of a tolerable number 
of clergymen who seemed to enjoy greatly what they looked 
upon as a religious no less than a military ceremony. . 

A guard off four officers, and as many non-commissioned 
officers, now advanced to the spot where the colours were 
placed. The senior military chaplain, the Rev.R.J.M‘Ghee, in 
surplice and bands,commenced the proceedings with prayer,and 
invoked the blessing of the God of battles, on the regiment 
to whom was now about to be entrusted the guardianship of 
these standards, praying that He might cause wars to cease 
throughout the world ; but inasmuch as we could not contem- 
plate such a happy period in owr own times, that these colours 
might never be aúvanced but in the cause of Honour, Justice, 
Liberty and Truth; and that victory and success might at- 
tend their unfurling. He then introduced that beautiful 

rayer from our Church Service, in which we supplicate the 
Divine blessing on our most gracious Sovereign Lad Queen 
Victoria, praying God to “endue her plenteously with 
heavenly gifts, to grant her in health and wealth long to 
live, to strengthen her, that she may vanquish and overcome 
ALL her enemies, and, finally, after this life, attain 
everlasting joy and felicity, through Jesus Christ our 
Saviour. The colors, which had been previously uncovered, 
were now borne by two senior officers, accompanied by the 
senior and junior ensigns of the regiment close to Lord 
Gough, who immediately, in a clear and audible voice, so as 
to be heard by all the soldiers,addressed them in words of con- 
gratulation and encouragement, expressing his great satisfac- 
tion at beholding the fine and soldierlike appearance of the 
regiment, and reminding them of the noble achievements 
of their regiment. He told them that the actions to which 
he referred were not what he had merely heard of or read of, 
but what he himself had witnessed in the field, and which 
had helped to procure for him the favour of his Queen, and 
to furnish his breast with those honours which at that mo- 
ment adorned it; that he had, just seventeen years from 
the present time, presented to their 1st battalion in Calcutta 
those colours which they had borne with so much honour 
and glory, to themselves and him, and that he felt assured 
that the men whom he now addressed ‘would follow in their 


glorious steps, and, s hould they be called upon to unfurl them 
in the presence of the foe, that they would bear them unsullied 
and untarnished, even at the expense of their lives.

FRANCE. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 
Paris, Wednesday. 

I ran down yesterday to pay a visit to the camp 
at St. Maux, which is a little more than a league from 
Paris. I started about mid-day, and the crowded road, 
the dense colums of dust, the foot passengers with 
their coate slung over their shoulders, andthe carriages 
of every description which thronged the route, brought 
to mind vivid recollections of the road down to the 
Derby. After passing the “ Barriere du Trone,” where 
two old Kings of France stand erect upon two lofts, 
pedestals like sentinels of stone ever on the watch ; for 
some approaching enemy we got on to a wide and well 
kept road, along which, at intervals, were placed 
members of the police force to see that the rules of the 
road were not infringed, and that no one party tried to 
rut out another parly, The conesquence ofthis salutary 

- arrangement was that I only saw one wreck encumber- 
_ ing the public way—an open cab which had evidently 
been heavily run down, and had one of its paddles 
completely carried away. But soon the road narrowed 
and the dust became more blinding than ever as we 
passed in procession along through the wood of Vincen- 
nes under a burning sun and with not a breath of air. 
Here commenced the first symptoms of the camp, 
for under the shade of the trees “were | 
bivouacked parties of soldiers and their friends 
snatching a moment’s repose on the dry, hard ground, 
before going on a visit to the capital, or returning to 
their tented quarters. Getting out of the wood, one 
came upon the old Castle of the Vincennes, which is so 
rich in historical reminiseences, with tales of princes of 
the royal blood, with keep and dungeon, with long im- 
prisonment, ending with a cruel death, with the fate of 
the unfortunate Duke d’Eughie, the last of that noble 
race of Conde, whose a murder has left upon 
Napoleon’s hand a deeper blood-stain than all the 
slaughter of his wars. To the right of these gloomy towers 
rose the tents of the army of Italy; far as the eye could 
stretch extended this Babylon of canvass lightly relieved 
by the varied uniform of the soldiers and the sparkle of 
arms in the gun, one could comprehend at a glance the 
kind of life these men had been living; everything 
appeared the impersonification of order, the regular rows 
of tents, those of the men about three feet in height and 
about ten feet long where of course it was only possible 
to be down, and then the tents of the officers which rose 
up likeso many pyramids towering over their dwarf 
companions. The first lines [ came upon were 
those of the Imperial Guards; with the exception 
of a couple of sentries who were marching up 
and down between the piled arms of their comrades 
and their diminutive tents, most of the men were 
lying down or engaged in culinary operations. The 
manner in which their fires were constructed was simple 
enough ; a hole dug in the ground for the men to stand 
in while cooling, two lines of stones laid at right angles 
with this, and between the stones the fire which blazed 
away with an excellent draught of air to keep it alive. 
Leaving the Imperial Guard with their high skin 
caps, I came upon the 3d battalion of the Voltigeurs of 
guard, who played a very distinguished part at Solferino, 
charging and driving back a very superior force of the 
Austrians. Their uniform is one of the gayest in the 
French army, their shakoes being ornamented with a 
red and yellow feather of the most brilliant tints.— 
Wishing good-bye to the Voltigeurs, I next 
came u the encampment of the swarthy Tur- 
cos, who seemed to be the object of very 
general attraction partly on account of their gro- 
tesque appearance and partly on account of the role 
which they played during the war---a role which was 
very much exaggerated by the French journals to satisfy 
their love of dramatic effect. ‘The Turco was represented 
as the most desperate dare-devil---he usurped the posi- 
tion acquired by the Zouave during the Crimean cam- 
paign---he was always the first to spring upon the 
- Austrian guns, fighting in such a peculiar method of his 
own, a something between a North American Indian 
and a royal Bengal tiger, that he quite the 
aim of the enemy’s artillery, and fell upon them 
and slew them before they well knew to what manner 
of men they were opposed. I hear that their feats on 
the field ot battle were nothing very extraordinary as 
regarded courage, and that they lost a great number of 
officers, However this may be they have a much more 
stalwart appearance then most of the French troops, 
towering above them by a head and shoulders, They 
seein a conglomeration of races, some of them ~— 
quite the Chinese type; the hair shaved in front 
a plaited pig tail hanging down behind, their discipline 
is exceedingly loose, one of the men I saw on guard, had 
thrown aside his turban and tied a coloured handkerchief 
over his head ; when away from the cam) they are not 
allowed to carry any side arms like the rest of the troops, 
and I do not think from their wild roving 
this caution is needless.

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faithfully discharging their duty. The learned 
counsel on the other side talked a great deal of shaving 
Captain Crosbie’s head—exiling him to perpetual im- 
prisonment--to incarceration for life. Those were topics, 
he submitted, which were most unfair to introduce ; 
they should not be permitted. Those observations had 
their source in the excited imagination of 
his learned friends, who, by their forensic elo- 
quence, sought to divert their attention from the 
true facts. Suppose the present were an inquisition, 
in which the life of a man was involved, would a jury 
be justified in swerving from their duty because an in- 
genious counsel might give a vivid description of the 
terrors of a gallows—the prisoner coming out with the 
rope round his neck—and draw a pathetic picture of his 
afflicted wife and family? Such topics would not be intro- 
duced ina criminal,court, but, it appeared, was reserved 


‘by counsel to be introduced into that investigation, 


as if they were addressing men who were not versed in 
the stern realities of life. He asked them unhesitatingly 
to come to the conclusion, upon the evidence, that Capt. 
Crosbie was of unsound mind, and incapable of manag- 
ing his own affairs, Such a finding would not involve 
any restraint upon his person such as had been pictured 
by his counsel—it was a complete delusion, and a mis- 
statementof the law and practice in such a, case to suggest 
to a jury such an idea. Their finding would not ncces- 
sarily place Captain Crosbie in such a position, and it 
was a mistake to suppose it. The Lord Chancellor was 
rendered, by the constitution of the country, the guardian 
of those who could not protect themselves, against the 
unscrupulous and designing ; the guardian of those whom 
Providence had visited with mental aberration, whether 
permanently or otherwise, and who were dangerous to 
themselves and others. The moment the result of that 
inquisition was returned to the Chancellor, he exercised 
his discretion as to what was best to be done with Captain 
Crosbie ; so that it was idle to suppose that their find- 
ing would cause him to be dragged by the myrmidons 
of the law toa prison. It was a monstrous thing to 
make such a suggestion to the jury. They might re- 
member the case of an Indian prince, who had come to 
London, and in consequence of the extravagance which 
he had been committing, an inquiry was instituted into 
his state of mind, and the first men of the bar in England 
were engaged to defend him; but, notwithstanding all, an 
English jury found he was not competent to manage his 
own affairs, and instead of his being incarcerated 
for life in a prison, the Lord Chancellor allowed 
him £6,000 a year to maintain him in his 
proper position in life, but still care was taken that he 
should not be allowed to make away with his property. 
They might remember another case of a lady in the 
city of Dublin, of considerable property, who was 
labouring under a delusion that she was the person des- 
tined to bring back the children of Israel to the land of 
Judea. She entertained that delusion to the hour of 
her death, and she would have left herself an absolute 
pauper but that the court interfered. She was not shut up 
in a prison for life, but the Chancellor allowed her £700 
a year to live upon, and saved her from being imposed 
upon by a number of swindlers and sharpers, who had 
come over from London dressed as Jews and in Oriental 
costumes, and who absolutely knelt down and wor- 
shipped her as the person who was to bring back the 
children of Israel to the land of Judea, and in flattering 
her in this delusion swindled her out of large sums of 
money. Suppose the consequence of their finding was 
such as to cause the imprisonment for life of Captain 
Crosbie, they, in discharging their duty, should not have 
regard to such consequences, for if juries took conse- 
quences into consideration, it would be far better for the 
people of the country to see such a tribunal abolished, 
rather than see the stream and fountain of justice pol- 
luted by the introduction of collateral topics. In the 
interview which the jury had with Captain Crosbie, 
there were circumstances which showed clearly that he 
was of unsound mind. He had told them that he had 
intended to pay off certain parties with his rifle and 
double-barrelied pistols on the very first opportunity. 

A Juror—I did not hear him state that. 

Mr. Thomas Hall (foreman)—Neither did I. 

Mr. Armstrong, Q.C.—lIf you did not hear it, gentle- 
men, I cannot help that. 

Mr. Commissioner Brady—I understood Mr. Arm- 
strong to have drawn an inference. 

Several of the jurors stated they did not hear Captain 
Crosbie state any such thing. 

Mr. Harris, Q.C.—I never heard him state that, nor 
anything from which I could draw that inference. 

Mr. Armstrong, Q.C., continued to say he had a dis- 
tinct recollection of Captain Crosbie having stated it, 
and that was what he had inferred from his observation. 
The real case he had to present tothem was, that Cap- 
tain Crosbie was of unsound mind, so as to be incapable 
of managing his own affairs, and he submitted they 
could come to no other conclusion. A lunatic’s de- 
meanour while under examination was often no test as 
to his real state of mind, as they generally gave sane 
and reasonable answers when they were aware of the 
fact that they were undergoing atest. In illustration 
of that, he mentioned a case of a lunaticin England, in 
which Lord Eldon was very anxious to ascertain the 
real state of the man’s mind, and for the pur- 
pose visited him. He was a literary man, and Lord 
Eldon conversed with him for three or four hours on 
literary subjjees, history, politics, and no religion. On 
all those subjects he conversed rationally, and evinced 
considerable knowledge of sculpture, but, when Lord 
Eldon mentioned Ezekiel, he said,“ Stop ! I am the Pro- 
phet Ezekiel.” All writers on mental disease agree in 
thinking that one of the strongest indications of a dis- 
turbed and unsettled state of mind, was a total in 
the habit, character, and dispositions of a man. hat 
definition was applicable to Captain Crosbie’s case. The 
unfortunate Mr showed less aberration ind 
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natives. First, was he an idiot—well, he would dismiss 
that, by telling them that Captain Crosbie was not an 
idiot, as an idiot was a person born so. A lunatic was 
defined by law to be one who had insane delusions. It 
was for the jury to say, whether Captain Crosbie came 
under that class. There were many cases 
of junsoundness of mind which were not 
strictly applicable to the definition of the word /u- 
natic ; and he would suggest to the jury on the present 
inquiry to confine themselves to the simple question, 
whether or not Captain Crosbie was a gentleman of un- 
sound mind, so as to be incapable of managing his own 
affairs. It was important for them, of course, to have 
some criterion by which to test the soundness of 
Captain Crosbie’s mind; and no inquiry was of a 
more delicate and difficult nature than to define the 
boundary line where reason ceased and insanity be- 
gan. It was so ill defined that very often it was 
and the closer 
they went in the inquiry, the more difficult was it to 
arrive at a proper conclusion. It was for them to say 
whether in that investigation they had before them 
materials sufficient to enable them to come to a satis- 
factory conclusion. The law assumed every man to be 
of sound mind until the contrary was proved, and the 
onus of proof rested upon the party asserting the con- 

. The first thing they would require would be 
some test by which to judge of what was soundness of 
mind. That had been a matter very often the subject 
of learned treatises by able men, and he preferred read- 
ing what had been laid down in law as a criterion, than 
to give them the same idea expressed more imperfectly in 
his own words. The Commissioner then read an extract 
in which it was stated, that a sound mind was one 
wholly free from delusion, the affectioas and passions 
being under the subordination of the judgment and will. 
Weak minds often differed from strong ones in the ex- 
tent and power of their faculties, but unless they 
betrayed symptoms of a total loss of understanding, 
they could not properly be considered unsound; an 
unsound mind, on the contrary, was marked by delu- 
sions, such delusions often being accompanied with an 
apparent perversion of those feelings which were peculiar 
characteristics ofnature. The Commissioner also read an 
extract from Dr. Rea’s work on Medical Jurisprudence. 
Having done so, he continued to say that he thought 
those passages would be a guide by which to test the 
evidence they had heard, and portions of which it would 
be his duty to call attention to. They would observe 
that there were two matters which were principally re- 

ed as a test of unsoundness of mind—one was de- 
usion, and the other was a total change of character. 
It would be for them to say whether or not in the pre- 
sent instance either or both of those tests were 
or were not to be found existing. The evidence 
given in the case, was of three classes. First, they 
had the evidence of the medical men, who were in that 
ease scientific witnesses, speaking of a subject which 
they had made their peculiar study—disease of the 
mind being their chief study, and not the disease of the 
body. They had, then, the evidence of persons with 
whom Captain Crosbie had been on intimate terms of 
association for the last few months, and they had a 
distinct piece of evidence in the testimony of Mrs. Crosbie, 
who was the only witness who had deposed as to the 
previous history of Captain Crosbie, of his character and 
habits, and of the change which she deposed to have 
lately come over him. Her testimony was undoubtedly 
very important in the case, and it was for them to say 
whether there was anything in the testimony of that 
lady which was calculated to show shé was giving evi- 
dence against the truth from an improper motive, or 
that she was doing anything else but ph loi what 
would seem to be a most distressing duty to a person in 
her position—it was for them to consider did she dis- 
charge that duty honestly to her husband, and that she 


felt what she was doing was for the especial protection 


She told you that not until December 
observe any change in his 
demeanour, and that then his manner became 
very excited—so much so that when on a 
visit with some cousins, she was advised by them to 
take care of him.

Mr. Brady then 
referred to the evidence which had been adduced on the 
part of the petitioner, and commented upon its effect. 
In reference to Captain Crosbie’s desire for purchasing 
pictures, he would say that mere extravagance of any 
kind was not insanity. A manmight be the most extra- 
vagant person that ever lived, and all the time would not 
be insane; and it would not do for the jury to presume, 
from the fact of his having wasted his mney pictures, 
for that alone to pronounce him insane. They should 
couple that circumstance with the other facts in the case. 
They would remember that formerly he was a most pru- 

dent man, who never overdrew his account, who 
means, and lived within them as a gentleman, and that

He could state there was 
not a shadow of foundation for it. Captain Crosbie’s 
eldest brother came over from Italy for the purpose of 
sifting the entire matter, and seeing that justice was 
done to Captain Crosbie, and that the finding of the 
jury should be based upon satisfactory evidence. With 
that view, he (Mr. Purcell) was directed to appear. Un- 
doubtedly he did not appear for Captain Crosbie alone, 
but for some members of his family, whom he wished to 
state were no parties to that ing; that is, that they 
were not the petitioners. ndoubtedly, so far as the 
article imputed any conspiracy or connivance to the 
blood relatives of Captain Crosbie, it was utterly un- 
founded. The imputation was not warranted, and he 
was very anxious that a public statement should gu 
forth that there was no foundation for it. 

Captain Crosbie—I have been left without one single 
sixpence to defend myself, and I was obliged to borrow 
it from tang air My family abandoned me, except- 
ing my eldest brother, and I have nothing to say against 
him at all.

We doubt ifthere is any 
solid foundation for this, and are inclined to think that 
no opposition will be shown, although the courte of 
diplomacy may not run so smooth. 

The news from Cochin China is very unfavourable to 
the French, who appear to hate suffered very severely 
from climate, and were much in want of reinforcements. 
The Amanese te have behaved with considerable 
courage and skill, and they had even attacked the French 
entrenchments, and killed 50 men and one officer before 
they were repulsed. The latest accounts, however,

THE FORTIFICATIONS OF ANTWERP. 
onstitutionnel thús coiiments upon the new 
fortifications of Antwerp :— 

“At the end of July, 1809, between the battle of 
Wagram and the peace of Vienna, whilst the Emperor 
Napoleon I. was at the farthest part of Moravia, the 
English threw, 40,000 men, ig RO by more than 300 
vessels of war, into the isle of Walicheren, at the mouth 
of the Scheldt. Our readers know that the expedition 
was not successful. Kept in check a long time by 
the little garrison of Flushing, intimidated by the 

reparations of Kiig Loitis of Holland, ot Marshal 
tte, and of Admiral Missiessy, and above all, 
vanquishéd by fever, the English left the Scheldt on the 
5th of September, after an attempt which was without 
profit and without glory, and which in 35 days had cost 
them nearly 20,000 soldiers. It would seem that, 
foreseeing complications on the Continent, and enlight- 
ened by the lamentable attempt of 1809, the 
English now desire to secure to themselves both chances 
of success, It is certain, in fact, that if casé of a new 
disembarkation Sie {sland of Waicheren could not 
ce the vantage which the possession of 
Antwerp with its citadel and a large entrenched 
camp would offer. Thus to consider the Channel 
as & river, and to make Antwerp a formidable 
tete de pont, which would enable English troops 
to disembark and to establish themselves when they 
please on the Continent, that is a reason which, in de- 
fault ot others, logically explains the design which Bel- 
En appears to entertain of constfucting cosily forti- 
cations against an imaginary enemy, against attacks 
which ig 2 sense renders improbable, and treaties 
impossible. ither the project of fortifying Antwerp 
has that signification or it has none at all. Truth to 
speak, this project calmly examined does not seem to us 
to be either for the interest of England or for that of 
Belgium. The English people has often manifested its 
determination not to be dragged into Continental quar- 
rels, to the detriment of its real interest. Half a century 
ago, when the English aristocracy was all powerful, it 
assumed a de facto dictatorship, and drained the Bri- 
tish exchéquer to get up coalitions, feudal like itself, 
against the principles of ’89. But since that time the 
development of personal prpperty has given to the 
English middle class a preponderancé which its activity 
and prudence deserve to have. To-day, London, 
Liverpool, Manchester—all the great trading and ma- 
n g towns—exercise a great and salutary in- 
fluence upon public affairs, and associate English po- 
licy with the general cause of peace, order, and industry 
in Europe. No doubt the English people will cver take 
care to make itself respected at home [voudra toutours 
étre respecte chez lui}; but we dó not believe it will 
lend itself to any systeni of intrigue or intermeddling in 
Continentai matters. On the other hand, the situation 
of Belgium is most simple. Her neutrality secures her 
from all European complications. She cannot have any, 
enemies, and, therefore, what can she want with for; 
tresses? To enter upon the course proposed would be 
to create for herself gratuiteus perils, for she would 
essentially cease to be neutral on the day when she per- 
formed the functions of an English province. As regards 
France, she may witness the projects we speak of 
without alarm, but not without being afflicted. She has 
furnished sufficient assurances of her pacific sentiments, 
and ample proofs enough of her moderation, not td pive 
legitimate umbrage to any one. It is, therefore, to be 
regretted that measiifes of that kind appear to denote 
hostile ideas in neighbouring countries with which 
France wishes to continue on friendly relations.”

tarily in time of war. Btit the Coiiftress of Vienna céni- 
mitted a fhult by giving to Piedmont the political and 
administrative government of these provinces, and al- 
lowing another State to occupy them militarily. It thus 
created an equivocal position which may give rise to 
many.complications. 

“*Tt is not even indicated whether Switzerland has 
only the re or whether she is not bound to occupy 
those provinces, and there is nothing td define unde 
what circumstances that octupitidn is to take place. 
But ull conipetent judges in military matters are unani- 
mdiis in declaring that Switzerland could not effica- 
ciously defend the ‘Cantons of Geneva and of the Vaud 
against a serious attack on that side without holding 
those provinces, or at least the territory situated be- 
tween the Lake and the Arve. It is probable that we 
have nothing to fear from the present government of 
France, but we cannot tell what may happen later, and 
experience proves to us that French governments have 
not always been favoutable to ts. . 

**Tet but authorities, then, take advantage of the 
propitious moment to assure to us th's important strate- 
gical point. 

““ Whether Savoy remains to Picdmont, or becomes 
annexed to France, neither of those States will seriously 
oppose the annexation to Switzerland of this neutralised 
territory, which is neither latgé nor well pdépulated, 
and the otht? Pówers will be glad to see our frontier

Tue SULTAN'S ExXTRAVAGANCE.---A letter from Con- 
stantinople states that such isthe prodigality of the Sul- 
tan that, though his civil list is 27,000,000fr., the ninth 
of the total revenue of Turkey, his debts amount to 
nearly 600,000,000. As exainples of his Majesty's 
extraVagante, the letter states that in 1858 he borrowed 
10,000,000 fr., at 11 percent., to pay for a féte given 
to two of his daughters, and the palace of Dolmabatché 
recently cost him 70,000,000 fr. According to the letter 
the Sultan has no idea of the value of money, and as a 
proof, it relates that having once asked what the palace 
of Dolmabatché had cost, he was told, “Only 3,500 
piastres (584fr.)” and that he gravely accepted the 
answer as true. The Sultan, the letter adds, has a great 
many Ministers, each of whom receives 250,000fr a year 
and in his army are 120 muchirs (marshals), each with 
the pay of 200,000fra year! In addition, the marshals, 
when holding command, extért money from the 
populations: the one at Erzeroum, fof examplé, 
is represented to make not less than 800,000fr a 

year ! 

A Town IN GERMANY DeEstTROYED By Fire.—The 
Continental journals have of late frequently contained 
accounts of most destructive fires in various parts of 
Europe, caused in a great measure by the drought and 
excessive heat that have prevailed. The latest instance 
of the kind recorded is tlie destruction of the town of 
Klosterle, in which, according to the Pragiie Gazette, a 
fearful fire broke Gut on the aitertioon of July 23, and 
in a sliort time, in consequence of a high wind, no less 
than 165 housés were reduced to ashes, and se- 
veral persons burned to death. Others are mis- 
sing, and are supposed to be suffocated in the cellars. 
All efforts to extinguish the flames were useless, in con- 
sequence of the high wind, the narrowness of the streets, 
and the circumstance that so many of the houses were 
built of wood ; besides which, several of the fire engines, 
which had been brought too near the conflagration, were 
obliged to be abandoned, and wete constimed. But few 
of the inhabitants saved any of their goods, and all were 
at last obliged to fly to save their lives. About 1,000 
persons are thus without a roof, without nourishment, 
and without clothes. Of the whole town but very few 
houses remain unburrit ; and even the new town-house, 
which was built 4s fire-proof, has been destroyed, the 
flames having found their way into it through the open- 
ings in the turret. The entire town was destroyed by 
fire in 1782. ,

v Mr OVEREND said he could assute the House that 
it was no small degree of huniiliation that the first oc- 
casion oh which he should be called upon to address the 
house should be in justification df his own conduct; and 
in vindication of his 6wn honour. However, he did 
not complain that Mr. Childers had présented & peti- 
tion, because it was much Rona aes to am fa 
openly to rebut any charge of ma ia fides in the face o 

the Howit: Moredver: he was much obliged to Mr. 
Bright for having movedfor a committee of inquiry. 
He had no objection that the whole matter should be 
thotouthly investigdted, so that the pufity of his con- 
duct might be made éléar, One thitig: he did appear, 
and on Friday night he left, not having the slightest 
intimation that the matter would be brought before the 
House. Yesterday, while at Lancaster, he received a 
telegram that the motion had been made. He thought 
that when he was absent, the hon. gentleman the mem- 
ber for Birmingham might have abstained from the use 
of one strong expression which, amongst gentlemen, was 
never used without clear and distinct proof.

(Mr. Overehd) got in by a majority of teh. After he 
had got in he heard that a petition was to be presented 
against him on account of bribery and corruption, 
while the petition alleged ull the charges which 
- were usual in election petitions. When this matter was 
first investigated before another tribunal he had notice 
to appear in his place that night. It was with consi- 
derable pain that he was called to this course; for 
although he was conscious of the purity of his own 
conduct, no one could be sure of ‘the purity of his 
agents. As sooh as he understood that his seat was to 
bé opposed, he instructed his agents te defend it: They 
went into the evidence with considerable trouble and ex- 
pense, and he was instructed that he had as good a chance 
as any man could have of succeeding. With that as- 
surance, and having done everything he could, he 
went down on circuit. He had no communication with 
his agent in London (Mr. Rose), or with his agent in 
the country (Mr. Cains), not knowing what was done 
either in London or in the country, but anticipating 
that they were preparing his evidence and getting 


relidy fot the fight. While he was at York, 
engaged on a trial, he reteived a telegram 
from Mr. Rose, who said, “Leenian offets to 


withdraw the record upon my agreeing with 
him to refer all questions arising out of the late action 
(election) to a member of the House of Commons of 
high standing on our side, both parties to be bound by 
the decision. May 1 consent? I think it a fair offer, 
and intended for a dignified withdrawal.” What he un- 
derstood from this was that certain questions arising 
out of the petitién were proposed to be submitted to 
some gentlemen of the House, and that the offer was 
intended to be a dignified withdrawal on the paft of 
Mr. Childers. He took the advice of several gentle- 
men of the House, and one of his counsel, as to the mean- 
ing of the telegram ; and all agreed that it implied a 
dignified withdrawal on the part of Mr. Childers. He 
never anticipated that the question ot the seat 
was to be reterred to a private member of 
the House, for no private member could legally 
enter upon such an inquity, which would be usurping 
the functions of the House of Commons. It Was not 
likely that he could consent to such an arrangement, for 
a private member could not summon witnesses. ‘There 
could be no public cross-examinations, and no indict- 
ment for perjury were perjury committed. In sucha 
case, he should have been at the mercy of any bad or 
wicked man who might come up and tell any number 
of falsehoods. ‘To show that such was his view of the 
case, he wrote a letter to a gentleman named Lefroy, in 
London [the letter was tead.] . The next day (July 19,) 
there came down to him on the northern circuit a tele- 
gram to the following effect :—%“ Pontefract election 
petition. It being distinctly understood that no per- 
sonal charges can be brought against either Mr. Overend 
or Mr. Childers, and having regard to the peace of the 
borough, which would be disturbed by the prosecution of 
the petition, it is agreed that the petition be withdrawn 
forthwith, and that the matter shall be referred to —— 
to hear both sides as to what ought to be done, both the 
petitioner and the sitting member being bound to act 
upon the award.” This was signed by Mr. Rose and 
Mr. Leeman. There was nothing in this- docu- 
ment about refusing the seat, and he came to the conclu- 
sion that the seat was not to bé disputed. This wascon-. 
firmed by another telegram from Mr. Rose, who said— 
“Your petition will be settled by the enclosed memo- 
randum, the names to be filled up ly ----— | 
think you will be amused at its termination, as I cer- 
tainly am. It is clear that Childers did not wish to 
withdraw, pur et simple, but does not mind withdrawing 
it (the petition) upon an illusory arrangement such as 
this. I have done all I could to let him down gently. 
It has required delicate handling, and Leeman has been 
backwards and forwards the greater part of the day. I 
will telegraph to you when the petition is actually 
withdrawn, but I think you may conclude it is as good 
as gone, and I heartily congratulate you. I shall pro- 
pose that we nieet after the long vacation.” He appealed

It was 
that of a man who was of intemperate habits. He was 
capable of earning about twenty-five shillings a week, 
and had his old mother to support. She wasone of the 
persons who were receiving out-door relief. It 
was a great ease to the son’s resources, and he could 
afterwards afford to more money in the public- 
house on Saturday nights. But they (the guardians) 
could legally force him to.maintain his mother. It the 
Donnybrook division, another very extraordinary case 
had come beforg thé committee. In fact, Donnybrook 
seemed to be the great hotbed from which out-door 
relief was springing into life. Some persons had been 
in the habit of receiving out-door relief in Donnybrook, 
although they were actually in the receipt of annuities. 
Some of those pefsons had £3, and others £4 or £5, a 
year, and yet were receiving out-door relief. It could 
not be contradicted that out-door relief. was merely an 
incitement to mendicancy. If Clondalkin and Rath- 
farnham require it, why should not Rathmines? Hf 
Donnybrook demand it, why should not Tallaght ? 
After seme farther observations, Mr. Byrne concluded 
by moving the resolution. 

Mr. Dockrell briefly seconded the resolution. 

Alderman Dowling regretted that that question was 
again revived. The matter had been so frequently 
brought before the board, and they had so often ex- 
pressed their disapprobation of it, that he was sorry it 
had been again introduced there. If there were the 
names of improper persens on the lists, they should, of 
course, be struck off, and, if there were, the guardians 
of the division should be blamed. He (Alderman Dow- 
ling) had lreard crr‘emen of great respectability ex- 
press their vpii.cu that the abolition of the present 
system of out-door relief would be a great cruelty to 
the unfortunate people who were receiving its benefts. 
He did not know cf his own knowledge, but had heard 
of some cases in which such cruelty had occurred. He 
had received information from competent persons, and 
their statements might be right. With respect to out- 
door relief, he thought that it would be the greatest 
cruelty possible to take it from those who were receiving 
it. He should, therefore, oppose the resolution. 

Mr. Rogers also opposed the resolution proposed by 
Mr. Byrne. He proceeded to show that the expense in- 
curred by the union by giving a pauper in-door relief 
would far exceed that incurred by affording him out- 
door relief. ‘The number relieved in the Donnybrook 
division in the workhouse for the last half-year was 
105. The cost fur their maintenance and clothing was 
£173 15s. 10d. The number relieved outside was sixty, 
and the cost was £23 19s. 1ld. According to this state- 
ment (said the speaker), sixty relieved outside would 
cost, if relieved inside, £95 16s. 9d., showing a saving of 
£71 16s. 1d., or £1 3s. 11d. per head for each yeat. 


Assuming that only one half of the number not on out- | 


door relief! would be admitted into the house, the 
thirty relieved outside would cost £47 18s. 4$d., or 
double what sixty would cost outside. Even bringing 
the number admiited down to one-fourth of what is now 
on out-door relief, the cost of fifteen inside would be 
equal fo that of sixty outside. He thought that should 
be looked to, more particularly as the ratepayers had 
expressed their satisfaction at the present state of things. 
If they (the guardians) brought those poor people into 
the house who were now receiving out-door relief, they 
would: be obliged to sell all their little furniture, &c., and 
thus be:ome perpetual paupers. Mr.Otway had cem- 
plained that he was eaten by fleas while inspecting 
some of the wards, but he (Mr. Rogers) felt inclined to 
pity him when the influx of out-door paupers shall have 
taken place, as proposed by Mr. Byrne. (Laughter). Mr. 
Rogers concluded by moving an amendment, which 
negatived Mr. Byrne’s resolution. 

Mr. Deane briefly seconded the amendment, 

Mr. Askins said that if Mr. Dockrell, who was so 
much opposed to out-door relief, had asked the guardians 
of the districts, they would have told him where those 
poor people lived, shown him their dwellings, and 
assisted him in inspecting them. Had he done so, he 
would have adopted a different tone from that which he 
had now assumed, when he sought to do away with the 
system of out-door relief. 

Mr. Byrne said he rose to order, to tell Mr, Askins 
that he should have addressed his remarks to the chair- 
man, and not to Mr. Dockrell. 

Mr. Askins said that if those who opposed the resolu- 
tion had visited the localities of Donnybrook, Ringsend, 
and Irishtown, where those poor people were living in 
the greatest wantin their miserable haunts, they would 
not have supported Mr. Byrne. The clause in the Poor 
Law Act which authorised them to give the pittance of 
which their out-door relief consisted was the best part 
of the act. 

Dr. Wall spoke in favour of the resolution. 

After a few words from Messrs. Beasley, Caldbeck, 
and Connor, 

Mr. Fottrell said that the poor were generally very 
much opposed to entering the poorhouse, and on that 
ground he would not support tlie resolution. Relief 
should be given in sueh a way as it would be accepted 
by the pauper; and the out-door system was, therefore, 
the best. With respect to the effects resulting from 
this system, it might also be observed that, as regarded 
the finances of the union, when they would have re- 
lieved the person outside, after the sudden emergency 
had passed, they would be entirely free from any fur- 
ther expense. Something might also be said respecting 
the moral results of the out-door system, for he (Mr. 
Fottrell) thought that it was better to train the peasantry, 
“their country’s pride,” in feelings which would ennoble 
them, rather than accelerate their demoralisation, which 
nothing would produce sooner than the system of in-door 
relief which at present existed in that union, 

Mr. Byrne said that, on the previous occasion to 
which he had already alluded, he had yielded to the op- 
position which had been brought to bear against his 
motion, on the condition that out-door relief should be 
continued íor a certain period only. But he distinctly 
stated that gentlemen who had opposed the measure last 
year had almost given an undertaking in writing—(here 
a scene of confusion ensued, several guardians shouting 
out “No, no,” and “Name, name.”)—that they would 
prevent the increase of out-door relief in their own dis- 
tricts. He asserted that the promise was made, and 
that no new names would be placed on the list. But 
what wasthe fact ? He found that several new names 
had been added to the list. There was the out- 
door relief register, and he found two whole pages of 
that book had been filled with new names. This was 
done in violation of that promise which, he said, was 
made by the board. (Cries of “ No, no.””) If it was sup- 

by any gentleman that he (Mr. Byrne) wanted to 
fill the workhouse by means of this motion, there never 
was a greater mistake made; but he did not believe 
that any one thought that. He believed it was their 
interest to keep as many out of the workhouse as they 
could, but denied that tle supervision exercised by the 
board was accurate. Where. persons were in the habit 
of receiving £5 or £6 a-year from money safely invested 
in the funds, he said that any slight exertion on their 
own parts would enable them to maintain themselves 
without having recourse to out-door relief. He denied 
that the rural guardians were unanimous, and that they 
had made their case respecting the non-interference of 
the ~ guardians. : ' 
Mr. Fottrell said that Mr. Byrne had stated that Mrs. 
M'Nulty's son (the man of intemperate habits men- 
tioned by Mr. Byrne) was in his (Mr. Futtrell's) employ- 
ment when he got out-door relief, of which he (Mr. 
Fottrell) was not aware. He said this in order to dis- 
pel any idea that he supported the out-door system 
from interested motives. (Hear, hear

For lots of a less 
ee description the prices realised were proportionately 
ower. There wére á good many springers and milkers on the 
ground, which sold at from 7/. to 13/. por head, but they were 
not in the demand which it was anticipated they would. Store 
heifers (two year olds) brought from 5/.10s. to 7/.10s. each, these 
of three years and off realised from 6/. to 9/. 10s. per head. 
Store bullocks brought from 5/. 10s. to 7/. each for two year 
olds, of which age those shown were principally. Good year- 
ling calves were in fair request, and brought remunerative 
figures—viz., from 3/. to 4/. 17s, 6d. and b1. each, which, from 
the general prices realised for other descriptions of stock, 
may be considered rather above the average. ‘There was no 
demand for dry cattle, altheugh there was a large show on 
the green, at much reduced figures.
